There should be more efforts in the elemen- 
tary and secondary schools to teach students 
about how to register and vote. Persons should 
be brought in who have successfully run for 
office to talk about how and why they did it. 

New ways of voting - for example, by mail and 

early voting - should be investigated. (Surveys 
show the young strongly favor such options, 
reflecting their busy work and school sched" 
ules.) 
Younger people must be given more interest- 
ing roles in political campaigns than just stuf- 
fin’, lickin’, and stickin’ mail-outs. Teach them 
how to run for office and show them how excit- 
ing it can be. 

Offer more internship experiences for young 
people in the offices of elected officials, especial- 
ly at the local level. 

Publicize successful efforts of young people to 
effect change in the political system. 

Profile the experiences of young persons who 

do run and win public office. 
But most of all, we need to stop, ask, and lis- 
ten to younger constituents when they tell us 
something is wrong with our political system 
and then ask for their ideas in finding solutions 
to that problem. 

Our democracy will not survive if we don't do; 
a better job of instilling an understanding of it, 
а commitment to it, a belief and faith in it, and 
a love for it - and not just on Independence Day!
